Court yesterlay rend- 
ered a decision In the matter of F. L. 
Dortch 
vs. A. V. Gear, bill for an 
ac- 
counting, 
oerrullng defendant's

murrer, with 
leave

answer, and remanding tho case to tho 
Circuit 
Court for further proceedings. 
In this matter appeal

Ono striking fact attesting tho hard- 
ships of slave 
life on a sugar estate 
Is that children 
aro very rarely seen 
'there.

men 
In their vigor 
aro 
moro profitable, 
and hence in a largo 
force of sovernl hundred 
men only

women 
nro allowed. 
Tho labors 
and hardships which theso woinon 
cn- -, 
dtiro tend to prevent Increase, and tho 
few children born

fancy from neglect. 
Thcro 
Is no enro 
taken 
to prevent this result, as they 
say It Is cheaper 
to supply tho Iosscr 
on 
tho plantations

Is about

one, nnd was by no means 
In a state 
of savagery 
before Christian 
Influences 
began. 
No men who wero so skilled 
In the arts as thcao pcoplo 
can 
be 
called 
KavagcB. 
Truly 
ono can 
they wero originally 
a pcoplo ot urt-- 
Ists. They mado many beautiful 
thing. 
which 
wn Americans eant even 
Inil 
tnte, mill they hnvo great manual abil- 
ities now, though 
circumstances 
hive 
made these abilities 
lie latent for so:n 
time. 
The pcoplo nro kindly 
anil in 
no way aggressive, 
nnd they nro loed 
by tho various 
white races mid stiud 
on tho most friendly 
personal 
terms 
with them. 
Whei; Uio missionaries 
arrived, good 
men ns they were, they had some very 
mistaken 
Ideas about tho nature of the 
people they wcro lo work among. They 
saw no good lu tho natives, 
nnd tried 
to graft ou them their own 
typo of 
New 
Imglaud 
Christianity. 
They 
failed. 
The natives 
wero lu tho end 
broken 
In tplrlt, and became lndo'ent. 
Their upward progress was stopped for 
the time, nntl their 
patriotism 
was 
about nil that 
wa.s lift for them

1 hope this 
will 
changed.

thu Coptic reached 
Honolulu 
with tho news of annexation 
tho whole 
population 
went Into ecstacles 
of Joy.

one, and was by no means lu a suite 
of savagery 
before Christian lulltieuces 
began. 
No men who were so skilled

they were originally a people of 
crl-Ist- s. 
They mado many beautiful 
thlims 
which 
we Americans

They 
failed. 
Tho natives 
wero lu tho end 
broken In spirit, nnd becamo Indo'ent 
Their upward progress was stopped for 
tho time, and their 
patriotism 
was 
about ali that was left for them 
to 
enro for.

will

changed, 
When tho Coptlo reached 
Honolulu 
with tho news of annexation 
tho whole 
population 
went Into ecstacles 
of joy. 
Hut even then 
tho native 
Hawailans 
looked grave. 
As tho day for the form- 
al annexation approached 
tho people 
became still graver. 
They 
were sad, 
solemn. 
On the day of tho Inaugura- 
tion

sovereignty

SCHOOLS OP HAWAII. 
Tho schools ot Hawaii are generally 
good, and correspond

Man was believed 
to have fallen 
through 
Adam's 
trans- 
gression and there was no good In hlia 
'I'D 
theory of original 
sin was accept 
ed In full hy the churches that support 
ed tho missionaries 
In their opinion 
there was but one 
wxiy to "sive" the 
natives, .is well as the New Fnglandcr, 
and that was by accepting 
belief In tu 
Atonement. 
Ilaclal instincts, tho tradi- 
tions of centuries, 
tho iron 
grasp 
of 
superstitions, it 
was hcllcvcd, 
would 
disappear at onco almost, 
on the 
of this belief. Conversion was 
not bo much a question of growth, but 
of a 
great 
transformation 
through 
Divlno interposition. 
Tho intellectual 
aide counted 
for little, 
l'or If It had, 
the first and most dllllcult step would 
bare been taken, that 
is, the 
clone 
Htudy of the native nature and miutal 
processes. 
This would have been fal- 
lowed by a scheme of education 
which 
would have driven, 
first of all, by

cular 
education, 
the 
superstitions,

are many, but the errors of the

sionaries were not tho cause of It. 
It may be justly said that tho 
mis- 
sionaries gave to the uativts their eon- - 
tltutlon and laws, their schools, and 
excellent 
examples 
of self denial 
nnd 
right living, 
'lho chiefs fully 
recog- 
nized this. 
But tho country 
that tent tho 
mis- 
sionaries to the natives, also sent and 
substantially submerged them under a 
wave of uebauchery and licentiousness. 
The 
"white 
winged" 
messengers 
of 
commerce, wero freighted 
with disease 
and rum. 
A handful of American 
mis- 
sionaries 
weio matched 
ugaliiBt some 
thousands 
of reckless 
and 
dissolute 
American whalers, many of them being 
men of supcrlui 
intelligent e 
Those, 
with many of the traders, struck at tho 
Hawaiian homo and wrecked it with 
widespread 
ruin.

also sent and 
uhstautlally submerged 
them under a 
wave of utsbauchcry und licentiousness. 
Tbo "white 
winged" 
messengers 
of 
commerce 
were freighted 
with disease 
and rum. 
A handful of American 
mis- 
sionaries were matched 
against some 
thousands 
of reckless 
and 
dissolute 
American 
whalers, many of them being 
men 
of superior 
Intelligence. 
These, 
with many of the traders, struck tit tho 
Hawaiian home and wrecked 
It with 
widespread 
ruin. 
The story is pitiable. 
To meet the ravages 
of disease 
this 
hack 
Funded gift of civilization 
tho 
native lied to his kahuna, through his 
racial habits and sentiments. 
In lilt 
uneven 
fight with the vicious energies 
of 
civilization, 
the native 
became 
"broken in spirit, und indolent." 
There were other causes at work that 
brought tho natives 
to their present 
condition. 
We have now no space for 
considering 
them.

havo operated

fortunate destiny of tho native, uro the 
name that

liquor: 
Upon Information 
on oath beforo any 
District Magistrate by any person, that 
ho belletes that spirituous liquor Is 
sold by any person 
without a license, 
or contrary to tha provisions 
ot this 
act. In any houso or place, such Justice 
shall grant his warrant to any 
con-stab- lo 
to enter and search such house 
or other placo and seize nil such spirit- 
uous 
liquor as aforesaid, an he shall 
then and there find, and any vessel or 
vessels 
containing 
such 
spirituous 
liquor, and detain tho same until the 
owner thereof shall appear beforo such 
Justlco to claim such spirituous liquor 
or vessels, anil shall satisfy such Jus- 
tice how and wherefore 
such owner 
be- 
came possessed ot the sonic, or It hiich 
person after being summoned shall not 
appear, 
and It It shall appear to tho 
said Justice after duo Inquiry, that such 
spirituous liquor was In said house or 
place for the purpose of being illegally 
sold or disposed 
of, then ho shall ad- 
judge such spirituous liquors and ves- 
sels to be forfeited and sold, and thn 
proceeds after paying tho expense
